HOW THE GERMANS RUUi INDUSTRIAL PLANTS 



Government control of the coal in- 
dustry was made almost complete 
Thursday when Preskient Wilson 
named H. ^ OariWd, president of 
Williams ClHIega) ftiel administrator, 
fixed anthracite prices for producers 
and jobbers, and set a price of 15 cts 
per Ion of 2,000 pounds, wherever 
delivered, on profits to iMf oade by 
bituminous wholesalers. 

The next and final step will t>e to 
make regulattons for coal dittributlon 
and to fix anthracite and bituminous 
retail prices. This will be done when 
a distribution plan is perfected and 
when the federal trade commission 
has completed a plan under which 
retail profits may be fixed. 

The anthracite prices fixed, effect- 
ive September 1, are virtually the 
same as those now charged at the 
mines, under a voluntary arrange- 
ment made by producers with the 
tra^e commission. The prtccs that 
may be charge<i by iobbers, however, 
will ttOLUce presemL costs shkrply. 
Uilumihous jobb^gpprolits, too, will 
l}e cut by the new prkse 8?a!o set for 
wholesale trimjlfinllniit...^' 

Dr. Garfleld announces that he will 
institute a liccnsinji system for all 
coal d''ai'iit;s fri,in t'tie ru ne to the 
retailer, and tlfat if prices were fixed 
for, ri'':r'ors the 1 censing would be 
extended to cover retail cfijarges. 

The prices^ on tiie Hopkknville 
m:',rlv(t as recently raised are r.ot 
likely to be reduced. The mine run 
price is $1.95, with 25 cents more for 
screened or prepared grades. To 
these prices must be added 60 to 75 
cents railroad charu'os and theji'i)- 
bers rate of 15 per cent will permit Wic 
mines to make an additional mdirtrct 
profit. T6 these prwes must be 
added the retailors^ profits not yet 
fixed. The fixed prices are already 
12. iM, or if jobbers figure in the deal, 
13-13, which is 12i cents a bushet, 
with no profit lor the dealer. The 
present local retail prices are from 13 
to 15 cents.

Washinjrtnn, August 24.— Sound, 
clean, healthy seed is the flrsi requi- 
sits for the lanrely increased wheal 

crop which the United Stutes Depart- 
ment of Agriculture hopes to se** 
harvested next year. Whatever m»y 
be tha source of supply, farmers will 
find it to their ndvantaee, says the 
deparfmenf, to nve that only good 
seed is planted. What has been said 
ia aqoally true of seed for the rye 
crop, which the department also 
hopes to see much larger than usunl 
next year. 

Ifa farmer has aer d from his own 
crop wMeh is satisfactory so far as 
variety and general condition are 
concerned, he should lose nojUme in 
gcttinu if into shape for storage nntiT 
planting time. The fanning mill is 
the fkirniar's beat fliand In thiatask. 
The furmer, by all mp:\ns, should 
have such a mill, and if he has not 
and ia onabla to obtai:i one, should 
borrow or rent his neighbor'a mill, 
or several farmers can Join In bayhts 
one. A fanning mill removes weed 
seeds, smut and shriveled grain and 
leavea only plump hemels, practically 
every one of which may be depended 
upon to produce a thrifty pl-.int.
